The Printz Eitel Friedrich will be 
interned at Newport News by order 
of the Washington government within 
a few days, according to opinions ex- 
pressed here tonight in official quar- 
ters.

The explanation of this tendency to 
reverse writing is not easy The ab- 
normality nearly always occurs in peo- 
ple who are left-handed, whose cen- 
ters of activity are on the right side 
of the brain. Right-handed people have 
their centers on the left side of the 
brain. ° 

“Abduction” Writing. 

who wrote upon this 
subject in 1879, called it “left-handed 
abduction writing.” In other words, 
the tendency in people who are right- 
handed is to writé from their bodies, 
i. e., from left to right. In left-handed 
people the same thing, i. e., from right 
to left If anyone will attempt to write 
with his left hand he will find it very 
much easier to write from right to left 
and at the same time to reverse the 
formation of their letters For in.
